SERIOUS ENVIRONMENTAL DEGRADATION REPORTED

[Text] New Delhi, 2 Jan (AFP)--The belief that a dip in the Ganges, “holiest 
of holy rivers," will cleanse of all sins committed in this life remains 
powerful for many Hindus, but the river--"Gangamaiah," the goddess Ganges--is 
no longer what it was. 


There is hardly a single river in India which is not badly contaminated. The 
waters of many are unsafe for drinking, bathing or irrigation, and the Ganges 
is among the worst hit. 


The state-run central board of prevention and control of water pollution has 
confirmed in a preliminary report on a study that in certain areas of Uttar 
Pradesh State the Ganges was suitable only for navigation. 


But pollution is not limited to water alone. The air is as seriously polluted 
in a number of towns and cities, particularly in the four industrial capitals 
of New Delhi, Calcutta, Bombay and Madras. 


Over 60 percent of the country's 680 million people are estimated to be exposed 
to a significant level of pollution. 


Increasing incidences of water and air borne diseases: tuberculosis and other 
respiratory ailments, jaundice, typhoid, dysentery, cholera and skin troubles 
have been reported from several areas. 


An official study in Calcutta revealed that over 50 percent of the people in 
India's most populous city (8 million people) were suffering from respiratory 
diseases. 


Although no such assessment has been made public for Delhi, the air in the capital 
is considered the worst of all. 


Experts say the dust level here is the highest in the world. 











The state-run National Envirormental Engineering Research Institute (NEERI) 
estimated that motor vehicles were blasting out 30 tons of hydrocarbons, 240 tons 
of carbon monoxide, two tons of sulphur dioxide and about 20 tons of nitrogen 
oxide every day. In addition, 3 thermal power plants dumped 50 tons of flyash and 
70 tons of sulphur dioxide into the air. 


In Calcutta, over 250 tons of dust particles and over 75 tons of sulphur and 
nitrogen oxides descend over the city daily. 


Industry is the worst offender, emitting gaseous substances in the air or 
discharging chemical wastes into the rivers, mostly without proper treatment. 


The rivers are also used as sewers. In New Delhi about 300,000 cubic metres 
of sewerage and 20,000 cubic meters of toxic industrial wastes are poured out 
into the Yamuna daily. 


Many cremation grounds are located on river banks, adding to the problem. 
According th one survey, each year 39,000 half-burnt bodies and carcasses are 
thrown into the Ganges from the holy hindu city of Varanasi (Benares) alone. 


High levels of mercury have been detected in rivers in such far-flung states as 
Kerala in the extreme south, Orissa in the northeast, Maharashtra in the 

west and Rajasthan in the northwest. This has accumulated mainly from industrial 
waste. The poisonous liquid metal has also found its way into food items like 
fish, vegetables and milk. 


There have been reports of fish floating dead in rivers. Studies show aquatic 
life in the Ganges has been almost totally destroyed for 5 to 6 kms (2 to 3 miles) 
near the leather industry town of Kanpur in Uttar Pradesh, and near Bihar State's 
Mokameh-Barauni industrial areas. 


Similar conditions were noted in the Hooghly in West Bengal, the Rushikulya in 
Orissa and the Chalihar in Kerala. 


About 800 fishermen in Ganjam, southern Orissa, have all migrated elsewhere 
because of the total extinction of fish in the Rushikulya. 


Poisonous Rushikulya irrigation waters have also devastated at least 20 acres 
(over 5 hectares) of once fertile cropland in the Orissa State town of 
Binchanappalli, according to local farmers. 


The quality of the water supply in cities and towns has become a matter of acute 
concern. It is compounded by lack of facilities, inefficient management and 
breakdowns in the distribution systems. 


Only 8 of the country's 142 cities and towns with a population of 100,000 or more 
have complete sewerage and disposal systems. In 256townswith a population of 
50,000 or more no such facilities exist at all. 











in New Delhi the quality of the water supply has been a subject of constant 
controversy. Out of over 250 million gallons of daily water supply from 
the Yamuna River, 200 million gallons return as waste to the disposal drains 
carrying along 300,000 cubic metres of sewerage and 20,000 cubic metres of 
indusrial waste. 


Unofficial experts say only 11/7 million gallons of this waste water are 
channelled through treatment facilities, while the remaining 83 million 
gallons flow back into the Yamuna. 


In Madras, about 50 percent of the water supply is admitted to be still con- 
taminated despite efforts to remedy the situation. 


Noise pollution has also grown almost as serious in Bombay, New Delhi and Calcutta. 
Street noise in these three cities is found to be excessively high both day 
aad night. 


Bombay is the noisiest, with nearly 30 percent of its population (over 6 million) 
found to be badly affected. 


Natural scenery and the country's cultural heritage are also being systematically 
damaged. 


The felling of trees by local people, leading to silting in streams, and an 
ever-growing tourist flow have all endangered the 2,500 km (1,600 mile) 

Himalayan ecological range. 

Tourism has done greater damage to the famous Kashmir "Dal Lake.” Experts report 
that the lake has shrunk to just over half its previous size, owing mainly to 
the discharge of human wastes into it. 


Even the future of Agra's Taj Mahal has become uncertain. Despite official 
denials, many fear the over 400-year-old white marble tomb, built by a 

Moghul king for his wife, may be tarnished by the emissions of an oil refinery 
now nearing completion in nearby Mathura. 


the yovernment has enacted a series of laws to tackle the growing threat to the 
environment. The first was the 1974 prevention of water pollution act. The 


latest came in February when parliament passed an air pollution act. 


But measures taken so far have clearly made little impact.

KOMANDO JIHAD DEFENDANTS 
Jakarta TEMPO in Indonesian 14 Nov 81 pp 65, 66 
[Ariicle: “Asking About the Number of Detainees"] 


[Excerpts] Slowly, the case of the Komando Jihad is approaching its resolution. 
In East Java, out of 27 persons scheduled for trial only one more session remains 
for the accused, Slamet Zainuri and Subakir, before the State Court in Madium. 
“This month it is hoped that the whole case will be completed," said Soejono 
Hardjono, community relations director in the Office of the Provincial Prosecutor 
in East Java. 

H Ismail Pranoto, considered the leader of the Komando Jihad in East Java, seems 
to be the only one of those accused to have received the maximum sentance of 

life imprisonment. The leader, who also is known by the name of Hispran, is now 
serving time at Kalisosok prison. 


Hispran is now only waiting for resolution of a request for a pardon from the 
president, which was presented through a lawyer, Pamudji, from PERADIN [Indones- 
ian Lawyers’ Union]. He admits he was involved in the Komando Jihad but adds 
that he was deceived by “people from West Java." For that reason, Hispran felt 
he should ask pardon of “people from East Java" who have suffered as a conse- 
quence of his activity. "They certainly think it was I who deceived them," said 
Hispran. 


Of the Fast Java people mentioned by Hispran as suffering as a result of his ac- 
tions, 25 of them have beer sentenced to between 4 and 9 years in prison. Six 
other people are still under detention--one of them a woman. Together with them 
and also awaiting trial are people involved in the "Warman Terror" case [terror- 
ist incidents in West Java in 1981] and the “Woyla” or “Imran” case [hijacking 
of a Garuda DC-9 aircraft to Bangkok in 1981]. According to a source, 11 cases 
involving the "Warman Terror™ affair have been presented by the Regional Special 
Branch Office to the public prosecutor to be brought before the court. Mean- 
while, 28 people believed to have been involved in the "Woyla" case are still 
being held by the Regional Special Branch Office. 


Differing from the situation in East Java, the “people from West Java" accused 
by Hispran of having deceived him have not yet been tried. Last week the state 
prosecutor of West Java limited himself to holding a meeting regarding the trial 














of the 15 persons accused of having belonged to the Komando Jihad in that prov- 
ince. Of this total, it has been decided that four persons will definitely be 
brought before the courts next January. 


The Komando Jihad affair, according to a source in the state prosecutor's office, 
has been fully investigated by the Regional Special Branch Office and presented 
to the state prosecutor. As far as the state prosecutor's office is concerned, 
there remains only the trial of these cases in court--without any further need 
for investigation. The suspects, whose cases were presented to the state prose- 
cutor last week, have not yet been turned over to the state prosecutor. "We 
have not yet seen the accused," said a source in the prosecutor's office. 





A TEMPO source in the Regional Special Branch Office confirmed that the persons 
accused of involvement in the "Warman Terror" case and the Cicendo case [attack 
on a police station in Bandung in 1981 by persons also implicated in the "Warman 
Terror" case] are still under detention. Originally, the total number of these 
detainees was 80. A large proportion of them were released on the occasion of 
the lifting of detention ceremony last Aprii. However, among them were some who 
were detained once more after Warman was shot. Now 24 persons are detained in 
connection with this case. 


In Jakarta, according to a TEMPO source, no further details on the Komando Jihad 
case have been provided by the Regional Special Branch Office to the prosecutor's 
office, since the four cases previously referred to were completed. Of the four 
cases already presented to the prosecutor's office, one of them has been can- 
celled because the accused, Sumarso Sumarsono, has died. His companions, in- 
cluding Abdul Kadir Djaelani, have already been sentenced. 


According to the director of the LBH [Legal Assistance League], Abdurahman Saleh, 
in 1979 about 100 persons were detained by the Regional Special Branch Office in 
connection with the Komando Jihad affair. A large proportion of them have been 
released, although later some of them were arrested again, following the "Woyla™ 
and the “Warman Terror" incidents. "Now the number of persons held is larger 
than the figure for 1979," said Abdurahman Saleh. One of those rearrested, 
according to Abdurahman Saleh, is Hasan Suraatmadja, who had previously been 
sentenced. 


Differing from the situation in Jakarta, hundreds of persons accused of involve- 
ment in the Komando Jihad case have been sentenced. One of their leaders, Timsar 
Zubir, was given the heaviest sentence: death. Four other persons were sen- 
tenced to prison for periods ranging from 14 to 18 years. 


Five others have been sentenced by the State Court of Rantau Prapat. The re- 
maining 11 cases are being handled by the State Prosecutor's Office in Medan for 
presentation to the court. 


Linked with Timsar Zubir are the accused who have been sentenced by the State 
Courts of Padang and Bukittinggi, West Sumatra. They are: Bachtar Natila, 
Solehudin Siregar, and Zulkifli Yaman, who were sentenced to prison terms of 
between 10 and 15 years by the State Court of Padang. According to the judge, 
they were proved to have been involved in the Komando Jihad and took part in the 
bomb explosion at Nurul Iman Mosque in Padang. 








Their companion, Barmawi sutan Mangkuto, was found guilty in Bukittinggi of hav- 
ing exploded a bomb at Emmanuel Hospital. Barmawi admitted that he knew Timsar 
and had attended a class in the handling of explosives in Surabaya when he was 
in school. However, he denied having bombed the hospital. He says that the 
dynamite was stolen by someone and placed in Emmanuel Hospital. 


His defense attorney, Bachtiar Karangan, also did not agree that the Komando 
Jihad organization was behind the case which he was defending. Because of that, 
he feels that his client will not benefit from a general pardon for the Komando 
Jihad. “He is not a member of the Komando Jihad," he said. 


Lawyer Pamudji, who is defending the Komando Jihad case in East Java, has pro- 
posed a general pardon for those accused of having belonged to the Komando Jihad. 
He says that there are a number of unanswered “questions” remaining from the 
court sessions which have already been held. The major witness whose appearance 
he requested, Danu Mohamad Hasan, has never been heard in court. “However, it is 
he who is the center of all that activity," said Slamet Zainura, who is being 
tried in Madiun. 


For that reason, at one session of the court Pamudji asked the bench: "Where 
did Danu obtain funds for the activities of the Komando Jihad, and who planned 
those activities?" Pamudji believes that the people who are considered the 
leaders by the accused are precisely those who have been released. "For that 
reason, I will submit a request for a presidential pardon,” said Pamudji.

OIL COMPANY TAXES 
Jakarta KOMPAS in Indonesian 20 Nov 81 pp 1, 9 


{Article: "Minister of Finance Not Worried: Planned Oil Receipts for 1981-82 
will be Realized"] 


[Excerpts] Jakarta, KOMPAS--Minister of Finance Ali Wardhana indicated that 
planned state receipts from oil for fiscal year 1981/1982 can still be realized. 
Prof Ali Wardhana stated this in testimony before the Budget Committee of Par- 
liament, headed by Sugandi, on Thursday [19 November]. He was replying to a 
question from the committee on the effects of the agreement on the OPEC standard 
price, reached iast October, on oil company tax receipts as estimated in the 
budget for 1981/1982. 





The OPEC agreement created concern that it would have the result that receipts 
from the companies tax would not be realized, whereas in the budget for 1981/1982 
a large proportion of the receipts comes from the oil company tax. The oil com- 
pany tax for 1981/1982 was planned to realize Rp 8.575 trillion, while total re- 
ceipts in the budget amounted to Rp 13.9 trillion. 


The minister of finance stated that, during the first half of the 1981/1982 fis- 
cal year (April-September 1981), oil company taxes collected amounted to Rp 4.2 
trillion, or 49./ percent of the total planned to be collected. He said, “Prac- 
tically one-half of the total was received in the first 6 months. As a result 

I think there is no need to be concerned." 


Speaking of the agreement and the increase in the OPEC standard price, that is, 
raising the price of Arabian Light Crude from $32 to $34 per barrel, Ali Ward- 
hana said, “In Fact, I could turn the question around. That is, if the increase 
in the standard price from $32 to $34 per barrel had not taken place, the plan- 
ned increase would not have been achieved. However, fortunately there was an 
increase in the standard price." 


In preparing the Financial Statement and the Budget for 1981, it was estimated 

that there would be an increase in oil prices. "Therefore, at the time of the 

next to last meeting (the OPEC meeting before the end of October--Editor), when 
the price remained at $32 per barrel, frankly it was rather difficult for me to 
sleep well. However, after the last OPEC meeting, it appeared that we would be 
able to reach the figures set out in the Budget (Rp 8.575 trillion--Editor). 








Speaking of the oil fuels subsidy (BBM), which, it is feared, wiil go beyond the 
level in the plan, the minister of finance said that, during the first half of 
fiscal year 1981/1982, the BBM subsidy incurred amounted to Rp 726.9 billion. 
This is 48 percent of the allocation for the whole fiscal year 1981/1982. How- 
ever, he said that this does not mean that the subsidy during the second half of 
the fiscal year will total 48 percent, because this will largely depend on com- 
munity needs for oil products. 


He said, “The question is, what will be domestic demand for several oil products 
during the second 6 months of the fiscal year. If this is also in accordance 
with the plan, the subsidy will not go much beyond the estimate in the Budget, 
or Rp 1.511 trillion." 


Regarding the world economy, which is affected by the recession, Minister of 
Finance Ali Wardhana also said that the fiscal year 1981/1982 and 1982 as a 
whole appears to be a period when “we will not sleep soundly." The world reces- 
sion which is now really being felt by Indonesia, apparently will continue in 
1982. The sector “most affected" by the world economic recession is Indonesian 
foreign trade. 


Reports for the first half of fiscal year 1981/1982 indicate that planned export 
figures will not be realized. Meanwhile, export tax receipts also indicate that 
the actual figures are far from the estimated receipts. Most affected in this 
way are the Budget (export tax), the export sector, and the economic sector re- 
lated to export activity.

SHORTAGE OF AGRICULTURAL WORKERS

{[Article: “Deputy Minister for Food: Agricultural Labor in Short Supply"™] 


[Excerpts] Jakarta, 10 November--Deputy Minister for Food Production Affandi 
on Thursday [5 November] said that a labor shortage in the agricultural labor 
sector is keenly felt at present. He feared that, if this situation is not 
properly resolved, the efforts of the government to achieve self-sufficiency in 
the production of food could end in total failure. 


“For example, at the time of the last harvest, if there had not been enough 
workers, the harvest would certainly have been a failure," said the deputy min- 
ister in answering press questions at Chendana after he had finished reporting 
to President Soeharto. 


He said that the shortage of agricultural labor is felt in almost all Indonesian 
agricultural areas. Even so, the shortage of labor is seasonal in character. 
The reasons for the shortage of labor are related to farmers’ wages and the feel- 
ing that agricultural labor is low in status, compared to work in other jobs. 


An agricultural laborer only receives Rp 500 per day. However, if he works in 
industry, he can make Rp 1,000 per day, even if his job is only pounding on 
steel. In addition, many young men in village areas, because of the trend to- 
ward modernization, frequently do not want to become farmers. For example, by 
becoming tractor drivers plowing the land, they can make up to Rp 5,000 per day. 


In answering a question, the deputy minister said that for this reason there is 
no alternative to the mechanization of agriculture or the use of tractors for 
plowing. However, the use of tractors, according to the deputy minister, must 
be done in a selective way, because it could result in marked social differences 
among the farmers themselves.

ASSIGNMENT OF YOUNG OFFICERS 
Jakarta SINAR HARAPAN in Indonesian 21 Nov 81 pp 1, 12 


[Article: “Young Officers Who Become Staff Aides Hurt the Interests of the 
Indonesian Armed Forces"™] 


[Excerpts] Jakarta, 20 November--The commanding general of AKABRI [Indonesian 
Armed Forces" Academy], Lt Gen J. Henuhili, said that there are young officers 
who have graduated from AKABRI who have become staff aides to senior officers. 
In fact by doing so they will harm their own careers and, in another sense, hurt 
the interests of the Indonesian Armed Forces. 


Answering reporters’ questions after testimony before Committee I of Parliament, 
Lt Gen Henuhili stated at AKABRI headquarters on Friday [20 November] that the 
senior officers of the Ministry of Defense and Security have prohibited the use 
of young officers as staff aides. 


According to Henuhili, when the cadets are in training, they are provided with 
a course of studies which is in accordance with the needs of Indonesia, at pres- 
ent and in the future. 


He said that the young officers are provided with conclusions which are drawn 
from military actions which have taken place in Indonesia, and it is only after 
that that examples are taken from war or military operations outside Indonesia. 
"Thus, as a case study we take the battle of Surabaya [in November 1945] or 

1 March; only after that do we cover the tactics of General MacArthur," said 

Lt Gen Hunuhili. He said that, in the curriculum of the Indonesian Armed Forces 
Academy, there are no foreign books which are used as primary “textbooks.” All 
books which are used as primary sources are those written by Indonesians. 


Speaking of the interest of senior high school graduates to enter AKABRI, Henu- 
hili denied that the numbers are decreasing. "A few years ago that was the sit- 
uation,” he said, “but for the past 2 years interest is increasing,” he said. 
He noted that cadet candidates in 1979 totaled 4,919, which increased to 9,336 
last year, while this year the number of cadet candidates totaled 13,000. De- 
spite this, Henuhili lamented the fact that an increasing number of cadet can- 
didates at present are rejected because of unsatisfactory physical condition. 


In 1976 the rate of rejection of those entering AKABRI for reasons of health was 
10.33 percent. However, in 1980 the rate was above 36 percent, and this year 
amounts to 46 percent of the causes for rejection. 
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According to the commanding general, apart from the question of health, their 
level of achievement before they became cadets is rather low, particularly in 
the exact sciences and in English. They generally have a level of achievement 
below the level of graduation. 


To give an equal opportunity to cadet candidates who come from isolated areas, 
Henuhili said that AKABRI is trying out a “pre-Academy"™ system. This system 
takes young men with inadequate academic levels but who have passed their physi- 
cal examinations. While they are in the course, their level of academic achieve- 
ment is raised, so that in the following year they can be accepted as cadets. 
"This way is used so that young men who come from distant areas, where school 
facilities are inadequate, can compete properly with young men from Java, whose 
educational facilities are better," said the three-star general. 


Henuhili also declared that the cost of training a cadet per month is more than 
Rp 144,000. This includes components such as the cost of teachers and instruc- 
tion materials. 


Since the integration of the military academies (AMN--National Military Academy; 
AAU--Air Force Academy; AAL--Naval Academy; and AAK--Army Academy) into a single 
academy in 1967, AKABRI has produced 8,929 junior officers. From 30 to 40 per- 
cent of those who graduate are sons of members of the Indonesian Armed Forces. 
"However, many of the graduates come from ordinary farmer families," Henuhili 
said. 


According to Lt Gen Henuhili, the number of cadets at present is 1,783, spread 


out at the academy training centers at Magelang (Army), Semarang (Police), 
Yogyakarta (Air Force), and Surabaya (Navy).

INDONESIAN RESPONSE TO SUPERPOWERS 
Jakarta KOMPAS in Indonesian 27 Nov 81 pp 1, 9 


[Article: "Gen Widido: Not First Time U.S. Asks for Help in Facing Soviet 
Union; Indonesia Should Use Tactic of ‘Mouse Deer Facing Elephant'"] 


[Excerpts] Jakarta, KOMPAS--The development of the power of the Soviet Union 
recently has really been extraordinary. In addition to its efforts to spread 

its influence in strategic areas, this giant country is not shy about involving 
itself both directly and tactically. Therefore, it is only appropriate that the 
U.S. should repeat its request to its allies to undertake a joint defense against 
the threat from the Soviet Union. 


These are the views of former Army Chief of Staff General (Ret) Widodo, as ex- 
pressed to KOMPAS last Wednesday [25 November]. His statement was in the form 
of a comment on the declaration of Admiral Robert Long, U.S. Commander-in-Chief, 
[CINCPAC], who stated that the U.S. by itself cannot defend against the threat 
of the Soviet Union at present. 


According to Widodo, this is not the only time that the U.S. has called on its 
allies to help it in dealing with the threat presented by the Soviet Union and 
other communist countries. However, this time the statement is made more ur- 
gently because of the increasingly widespread activity of the Soviet Union. 


In dealing with the activity of the Soviet Union, Widodo says, the U.S. is in- 
deed encountering difficulty. Among other things, this is because of the atti- 
tude of the American people, who always want their government to act in an open 
way, including what is being planned to deal with the Soviet Union and the other 
communist states. Meanwhile, the Soviet Union is a more closed society, so that 
it is easy to maintain secrecy in carrying out its plans. 


In this connection, Widodo also discussed tactics and how Indonesia should act 

in dealing with the international situation, in which there is a struggle between 
the very large countries. According to Widodo, Indonesia should not act like 

the superpowers. "We should use the tactics of a mouse deer when it faces an 
elephant, as in Indonesian fairy tales," Widodo said. If we just use physical 
power or face them in a direct way, we will automatically be crushed, according 
to Widodo.

However, the tactics of the mouse deer are still inadequate, because these tac- 
tics can be defeated by the tactics of a snail. Smail tactics are presently 
used frequently by the superpowers. The snail tactics can take the form of sub- 


version or violation of existing norms. Although snail tactics take a long time 
to develop, the results are often surprising. 


Indonesia has had some experience in dealing with the ways of the superpowers, 
as at the time it dealt with the rebellion of the PKI [Indonesian Communist 
Party] under Muso at Madiun, the Permesta rebel group in North Sulawesi, the 
PRRI rebel group in West Sumatra, the G-30-S [abortive communist uprising of 
1965], and most recently in the Suwito case. These rebellions were all directed 
by the Soviet Union, the United States, and the Chinese People's Republic, ac- 
cording to Widodo. The tactics of the superpowers in making use of Indonesia on 
these occasions in the past, Widodo said, we can use in dealing with their tac- 
tics at the present time.

VISIT OF MONGOLIAN PARLIAMENTARY DELEGATION

[Article: "Broadening Indonesian-Mongolian Cooperation Considered" ] 


[Excerpts] Jakarta, (AB)--Mongolia is always ready to undertake exchanges in any 
form in the cultural field with Indonesia, because that people's republic is de- 
veloping quickly in that field and has a highly varied culture. 


This was stated by the secretary of the Presidium of the Mongolian People's Re- 
public, Tsedendambyn Gotov, who led a parliamentary delegation from his country 
on its first visit to Indonesia. He made this statement after being received by 
President Soeharto at the Bina Graha offices in Jakarta on Monday [9 November]. 


During its meeting with the president, the delegation of the Mongolian parlia- 
ment explained to President Soeharto questions involving the foreign policy of 
Mongolia, among other things touching on the Asian zone of peace, the policy of 
nonaggression, and the policy of not using force between the Asian and Pacific 
countries. 


In the political field, Gotov said that there were many similarities of view be- 
tween Indonesia and Mongolia, particularly regarding important international 
questions. In the international arena, according to Gotov several forms of co- 
operation have been developed between Indonesia and Mongolia. 


The Mongolian parliamentary delegation which is visiting Indonesia at the invi- 
tation of the Indonesian parliament has already made a trop to Bali and Yogya- 
karta. This visit is in return for a visit made by an Indonesian parliamentary 
delegation led by Parliamentary Chairman Daryatmo in 1979. 


During their visit to Indonesia from 4 to 11 November, the Mongolian parliamen- 
tary delegation has had several discussions with Indonesian leaders and minis- 
ters. Discussions have been held with Indonesian leaders on bilaterial rela- 
tions, particularly in order to develop the possibility of broadening cooperation 
between the two countries and regarding international questions connected to the 
interests of the two sides. 


In the economic field, Gotov saw the possibility of broadening cooperation in 
the trade arena. However, he was particularly interested in cooperation in the 
cultural field. 


The other members of the Mongolian delegation are Shagdaryn Bira, Mrs Gonchigiin 
Haltarkhuu, and Ereederiin Luvsandagva, all of whom are members of Parliament, 
and a secretary, J. Choiner, who also served as interpretor.

CABINET MINISTER VISITS ROMANIA, YUGOSLAVIA

{[Article: "President of Romania Would Like to Exchange Views with President 
Soeharto"] 


[Excerpts] Jakarta, (AB)--Romanian President Ceausescu has expressed his desire 
to meet with and exchange views with President Soeharto regarding world economic 
and political questions, according to the coordinating minister for economics, 
finance, and industry, Prof Dr Widjojo Nitisastro. 


Widjojo made this statement at Merdeka Palace after he reported to President 
Soeharto on Thursday [19 November] regarding his visit to Yugoslavia and Romania. 


According to the coordinating minister, those two countries are socialist states 
which are members of the Group of 77. Meanwhile, his visit to the two countries 
was to develop and raise the level of economic cooperation between Indonesia and 
those two countries. 


There is already in existence a Joint Economic Committee composed of Indonesian 
and Yugoslav representa*ives. Discussions have been held regarding raising the 
level of economic cooperation in the trade field and the construction of specific 
projects. Yugoslavia also has expressed its wish to participate in this joint 
effort. Widjojo said that Yugoslavia is interested in the exploration for oil 
in Indonesia and has cooperated with Italy in the same field. 


Romania exports a considerable amount to Indonesia. It also is prepared to un- 
dertake substantial imports from Indonesia. It wishes to take part in construc- 
tion of a number of projects, as well as joint programs. For that reason, all 
that is needed is an improvement in communications in both directions regarding 
their respective potential. 


According to Widjojo, Romania wants to cocperate in the development of the oil 
sector, for example, in providing oil drilling rigs. Yugoslavia is interested 
in cooperating in the field of heavy equipment, the manufacture of electrical 
equipment like transmission towers, etc. Romania wants to export fertilizer 
which is not yet made in Indonesia and to send transportation equipment like 
railroad cars. 


Romania also is ready to import Indonesian commodities like rubber, coffee, 
pepper, and wood products.

IMMIGRATION OFFICE BLACK LIST 
Jakarta MERDEKA in Indonesian 14 Nov 81 pp l, 12

List™] 


[Excerpts] Jakarta, Friday [13 November]--Based on information from the Immi- 
gration Office, at present there are more than 12,000 names included in the 
"black list." And the name of Maqdir Ismail, a member of the abortive delega- 
tion of the Lembaga Bantuan Hukum [Legal Assistance League] to Minila, is in- 
cluded in it, the chief of community relations of the Directorate General of 
Immigration, R. Soebagio, stated this afternoon. 


Regarding the letter from the Legai Assistance League which was directed to the 
Directorate General of Immigration, according to Soebagio this is presently being 
studied by the Directorate General. 


The Legal Assistance League, in its letter No 2371/SK/LBH/XI/1981, dated 6 Noven- 
ber, asked why the Directorate General of Immigration did not issue an exit per- 
mit to Muqdir Ismail, a delegate of the Legal Assistance League, who wished to 
attend a conference on international law in Manila. 


According to Soebagio, the Legal Assistance League certainly knows itself why 
Maqdir was included on the “black list.” 


Regarding a formal answer to the Legal Assistance League's letter, according to 
Soebagio the Directorate General of Immigration will inform Maqdir Ismail of the 
grounds for the refusal as soon as possible. 


Soebagio stated further that the inclusion of Maqdir Ismail in the black list is 
not because of any criminal reason. He further stated that at present the Direc- 
torate General of Immigration is busy considering the names included in the 
"black list," in the framework of development of a system called “preventive 
action" in the Directorate General. 


In using this new system, according to Soebagio, even if a person is included on 
the black list, he can still make a trip abroad, provided his purpose is clear. 
In this connection, he gave as an example the permission given to General (Ret) 
A. H. Nasution, accompanied by his wife, to go to Manila recently and the permis- 
sion given to Rendra [As Published] to go to the Netherlands at the invitation of 
NOVIB [As Published].

Jakarta PELITA in Indonesian 14 Nov 81 pp 1, 7 


[Article: "Involved in the ‘Komando Jihad'? Thirteen Employees of Parliamen- 
tary Secretariat Arrested by Security Officials"] 


[Excerpts] Jakarta, (PELITA)--A total of 13 staff employees of the Secretariat 
General of Parliament have been arrested since last September by security offi- 
cials, on the preliminary charge that they were involved in the "Komando Jihad." 


The chief of the Bureau of Community Relations of Parliament, Ruslan Salamun, 
who was asked for confirmation of this charge, on Friday [13 November] admitted 
that the arrests had taken place because the charge involved the Komando Jihad. 
Indirectly, Ruslan admitted that they had been temporarily discharged from their 
jobs. 


The secretary general of Parliament, H Wang Suqandi, at the flag-raising cere- 
mony to commemorate Heroes’ Day last 10 November, disclosed his concern that, 
from 1978 to 1981, violations of the law had been committed by 56 employees of 
the Secretariat General of Parliament. Among those who violated the law, 13 
were temporarily discharged, seven of whom worked for the Secretariat General 

of the People's Representative Council [DPR] and six of whom worked for the Sec- 
retariat General of the People's Consultative Assembly [MPR]. Secretary General 
Wang Suwandi did not make clear the reasons why the 13 employees were temporarily 
discharged. 


Among the names of those temporarily discharged, according to PELITA sources, 
were: H. M. Sobari, Sulaiman Effendy, Dr H. Munawar, W. Sudaryat, Zainuri, 
Hamdan, Suwandi, and Cece. It is reported that their families have encountered 
difficulty in seeing the suspects. A large number of the detainees are held at 
POMDAM V [Regional Military Police Office] on Jalan Guntur, Jakarta. 


It was agreed not to use the term, “Komando Jihad," any further by the commander 
of the Security and Order Command [PANCKOPKAMTIB] in his meetinz with the MUI 
[Indonesian Assembly of Ulama] and Islamic leaders on 20 April 1981 in the 
Kartika Chandra building. The meeting was held by the minister of religion and 
the commander of the Security and Order Command, with the MUI and other Islamic 
leaders, in connection with the hijacking of the Garuda aircraft "Woyla” on 30 
March 1981. 
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No information was obtained as to whether the term was still being used in con- 
nection with the "arrest" of the parliamentary employees. At a meeting last 
week between the commander of the Security and Order Command and the new leaders 
of the MUL, it was further agreed that a "Hot Line" would be established between 
the MUI and PANGKOPKAMTIB to confirm various matters as they come up. 


Meanwhile, the office of the LBH [Legal Assistance League] at Jalan Diponegoro 
74, Jakarta, has been active in the past few months, handling numerous complaints 
from family members of detainees such as those charged with involvement in the 
Komando Jihad. From day to day, numerous complaints reporting that a husband, a 
father, or a brother has been detained continue to flow in. 


Generally, they are upset over the manner of arrest of their family members--in 
the middle of the night and without a written order of arrest. Indeed, many of 
them do not knew where their family members are being detained. 


From the complaints which have been presented to the LBH, the names of those ar- 
rested in Jakarta include: Dr H. Djunawan, Kebon Jeruk 2/43; Zainuri, Kebon 
Jeruk 2/75; Sulaeman Efendy, Kemanggisan Raya No 58; Suderajat, Jalan Kelapa Dua 
15; Mochammad Ali (25 years old), Jembatan H Jiung, Kemayoran Rt 004/06; Supardi 
Jaya (43 years old), Kebon Kosong, Gang XII/6; Ismail Hasan (46 years old), Jalan 
Utan Panjang 190; Uut Szyuti (33 years old), Kebon Kosong, Gang VII/151; Subur 
Zainudin (36 years old), Kepu Dalam V, Kemayoran; Dr Dimiyati (employee of the 
Indonesian State Bark [BNI] '46, Jakarta Kota branch; M. Asyikin and his father, 
H. M. Rais, Jalan Minagkau II 21; Amurullah, Menteng Rawa Panjang, Kel Kebon 
Manggis; Mursyid, Menteng Atas, Didin, Jalan Tebel Barat; Said, Jalan Setiabudi; 
Herman, Menteng Atas; and a oumber of thers. 


Those arrested in West Java include: Kiyai Bachri from Labuan (Pandegelang 
Regency); Kiyai Jamhuri from Serang Regency; Kiyai Siblik (Serang Regency) ; 

Kiyai Panarik from Calasari (Pandegelang Regency); Macfad Salim from Calasari; 
Kiyai Bunyamin from Cilegon; M. Fauzi (Pandegelang Regency); Machfudz Sidik from 
Kampung Kaujon (Serang Regency); Maman Abdul Rachman, B A, from Kampung Kabaharan 
(Serang Regency); and a number of others. 


Abdul Rachman Saleh stated that, on the basis of the complaints which have been 
presented, the detainees were arrested by people who said they were from the 
Special Branch, between last June and a few days ago.

INDONESIAN BALANCE OF PAYMENTS 
Jakarta HARIAN UMUM AB in Indonesian 21 Nov 81 pp l, 2 
[Article: "Estimated Deficit of $796 Million in Indonesian Balance of Payments"™] 


[Text] Jakarta, (AB)--The Indonesian Balance of Payments, as of the end of fis- 
cal year 1981/82, is expected to reflect a deficit of $796 million, while actual 
figures for the first half of the fiscal year show a deficit of $103 million. 


The director general of foreign monetary affairs in the Ministry of Finance, 

Dr Soegito, made the foregoing statement in answering questions before the Par- 
liamentary Budget Committee, which heard testimony from the minister of finance 
from 19 to 21 November 1981 in Jakarta. 


He said that the world economic recession, which is not yet over, has caused the 
Indonesian balance of payments to reflect the deficit. 


Indonesian nonoil exports, in view of the economic recession, declined signifi- 
cantly, compared to fiscal year 1980/81, and in a rather convincing way. 


The level of Indonesian nonoil exports, including major items, in the first half 
of fiscal year 1981/82 totaled $724.6 million, while in the same period of fis- 
cal year 1980/81 they totaled $1.2 billion. 


It is believed that these conditions will continue through the end of fiscal 

year 1981/82 and will influence the Indonesian balance of payments which, for 
the second half of the fiscal year, is expected to reflect a deficit of $693 

million, according to Soegito. 


On this occasion, Director General Soegito stated that actual imports of consump- 
tion goods during the first half of the fiscal year totaled $419.1 million. Im- 
ports of this kind are rather substantial; and the more important categories in- 
clude food, beverages, and tobacco, amounting to $184.9 million; machinery and 
electronics, amounting to $109.9 million; textiles and manufactured clothing, 
amounting to $28.4 million; and chemical products, amounting to $39.6 million. 


In response to a question from the Committee, Soegito said that Indonesian re- 


serves, as of the end of October 1981, totaled $7.2 billion.

titution of 1973. It must 
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be pointed out here that, 
while the consultative 
status of the Majlis may 
prove meaningful where 
policy-making and ordin- 
ary legislaticn are con- 
cerned. any advice it may 
tender on constitutional 
issues wlll elicit no popu- 
lar cummitment and, 
therefore, enjoy no sanc- 
tion. 


The Majlis can—and 
perhaps will—advance 
the cause of demucracy 
in one of two ways, nega- 
tively or positively. By 
proving itself tobe an 
agency of self-service for 
its members and a hand- 
maid of the bureaucracy, 
it will easily prove itself 
incompetent to serve the 
cause of the people. thus 
negatively proving the 
obvious, namely, thata 
representative legislature 
alone can deliver the 
goods. Though it has 
Many good people. the 
Mallis is after all a crea- 
ture of the Government. 
It may be too difficult to 
disregard the wiches erd 
exnpediencies of the Go- 
vernment as irternpretcd 
by officlaldom. The tem- 
Ptation to plav to the 
tune of the  officialdom 
and to act as a PR outfit 
for the powers that be 
will be verv herd to resist. 
It is in this wav that the 
Majlis can teach the peo- 
ple by negative example 
that a nominated body is 
not worth the taxpayers’ 
money that goes towards 
its Maintenance. But, re- 
pressing the pessimism of 
experience with regard to 
nominated bodies, we 
should liike to hope that it 
will rise above the limita- 
tion inherent in its very 
conception and birth and 
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serve the cause of demo- 
cracy in a positive sense. 
How can the Majlis mem- 
bers carry out this very 
difficult mission? By esta- 
blishing close rapport 
with the local communi- 
ties from which they are 
drawn and articulating 
‘their wishes and opinions 
without fear or favour. By 
upholdine just causes and 
by standing up to. the 
vested interests and insi- 
dious lobbies. By combin- 
ing the wisdom of the 
common people they im- 
bibe from mass contact 
with their own studv and 
intellectual . exertions, 
which will go to prove 
that non-bureaucrats can 
understand national pro- 
blems and prescribe ap- 
propriate solutions as well 
as bureaucrats. By recom- 
mending to the Govern- 
ment that it should lay 
down a schedule for the 
holding of a general elec- 
tion. For more than two- 
thirds of the time it has 
been in existence as & So- 
vereign State. Pakistan 
has been ruled bv official- 
dom. Bureaucracy has 
taken over bv default the 
frnctions which belong to 
the peonle’s elected re- 
presentatives. In the pro- 
cess it has develoved un- 
fornded notions of suner- 
jority about its wisdom 
and has’ tended to evolve 
into a caste different from 
and above the ordinarv 
people.

UNITED STATES INVESTMENT TO BE SURVEYED

[Text] Washington, Dec 3l--Pakistan has been chosen as one of the dozen odd 
countries with prospects and policies promising enough to warrant comprehensive 
economic surveys to determine areas in which US private enterprise either on its 
own or in collaboration with local partners can invest capital to mutual benefit. 


Sponsoring the new approach is the “Bureau for Private Enterprise" a freshly- 
created arm of ‘AID'" the US Agency for International Development which will 
seek to stimulate flow of US private investment transfer of technology and 
imparting of managerial and technological skills. The idea behind the move is 
that the economic growth of developing countries should continue on a self- 
sustaining basis long after the inflow of US official assistance has stopped. 


The new organisation is headed by Mrs Du Pont wife of Delaware governor and a 
specialist in Chinese economic and agricultural policies and is mostly made up 
of career foreign service officials with business training. It has already 
carried out studies in Indonesia and Sri Lanka and made a preparatory survey 

of Pakistan through Mrs Knudson who went out with the US-Pakistan Economic Coun- 
cil mission, last month. 


PPI Correspondent understands that of the 1.6 billion dollars of economic aid 
planned for Pakistan for the next five years or so about 50 million dollars 
will be handled by the Bureau for private enterprise to promote the growth of 
the indigenous private sector in Pakistan. 


“We want to make that aid dollar stretch farther" said Mrs Du Pont while call- 
ing upon the US private enterprise to assemble teams of business experts bankers 
and investors to travel to developing countries to make surveys identify oppor- 
tunities for investment and mutual collaboration. 


Reconnaissance Missions 


After the reconnaissance missions have made their assessments the Bureau of 
Private Enterprise will make its contribution in the form of local knowledge 
available to ‘AID’ and the two between then will shape the investment pro- 
gramme determining the fields that require infusion of outside «apital decid- 
ing the areas that need transfer of technology or management sxills and defining 
the sectors that offer the best scope for joint ventures. The Burea" may offer 
feasibility studies or suggest joint financing. 


The first list of countries selected for immediate investment studies include 
Pakistan, Sri Lanka and Indonesia, Kenya,Egypt, Zimbabwe, Jamaica and Costa 
Rica. --PPL

that the no-war proposal from Pakistan was suspicious and India would not be 
cheated by it. He further said India would consider the no-war proposal if 
Pakistan advanced it with honest intentions. 


Only God knows what kind of tool India has with which its leadership can 
distinguish between good and bad will. Maintaining India's notion of the standard 
of goodness means nothing but to say that Pakistan should hand over on a platter 
its sovereignty in defense and foreign affairs to India as a gift and pursue 

the orders and directives of India in matters of defense and foreign relations. 
For example, Pakistan should cancel the purchase deal of the F-l6s and other arms 
with the United States, whatever arms Pakistan possesses should be handed over 

to India or thrown in the Sea and, once totally unarmed, Pakistan, with folded 
hands, should ask India for a peace accord. 


Further, Pakistan should never dare ask India why she was accumulating or buying 
sO many arms or why she had established MIG aircraft factories and wanted to 
gain Mirage technology, or what was the purpose of the two atomic explosions, etc. 


If in spite of this disparity, Pakistan's proposal does not seem based on honesty, 
why should the Pakistani people believe that Mr Patil, Mrs Sandhi and Mr Narasimha 
Rao are the champions of decency and honesty? The fact is that if one's own 
intentions are not honest, one fails to recognize the goodness in others. 

This is exactly the case with the Indian leadership. 


According to Mr Patil, Pakistan is gathering arms in huge amounts without 
limitation. In his statement, “amount” and “limitations” are worth noting, and 
are the key to what India thinks. It means that if Pakistan wants to buy arms, 
it should get India's approval for proper amounts and quantities. This Indian 
line of thinking poses the greatest hindrance in normalizing relations between 
the two countries.

JAPANESE TRUCKS SUPPLIED FOR AFGHAN REFUGEES

[Text] Mr. Hideo Takasu, Consul-General of Japan in Karachi, formally handed 
over 50 heavy duty trucks to Brig. Said Azhar, Chief Commissioner for Afghan 
Refugees, at a simple ceremony here yesterday. 


Speaking on the occasion, Mr. Takasu said Japan was one of the first countries 
to have started cooperating with Pakistan in this humanitarian work, and dis- 
closed that Japan, as to the end of March 1981, had extended a total of about 
2 billion yen, that is about Rs. 91 million as grant assistance solely for 
relief work. 


He also disclosed that for the financial year 1981, beginning from April 1981, 
Japan had pledged a contribution of about 1.5 billion yen towards the relief work 
of the UNHCR and further provided about 1.7 billion yen to World Food Programme 
for its purchase of wheat. 


Mr. Takasu said Japan had positively expressed its willingness to continue 
assisting Pakistan until a just and peaceful solution was found for the Afghan 
issue. 


He said the Japanese Government realised that this influx of refugees in Pakistan 
had put a severe strain on the resources of Pakistan, particularly its financial 
resources. 


Japan Thanked 


Accepting the trucks, Brig. Said Azhar thanked the Japanese Government for its 
handsome donation and its continued cooperation in providing relief to the Afghan 
refugees. 


He said all these trucks would be sent to Baluchistan for distribution of food 
supplies and relief goods to the refugee camps.

CAMPUS VIOLENCE DURING ELECTIONS REPORTED 
Lahore VLEWPOINT in English LO Dec 81 pp 14-15

lfText] Students Union elections held in the Karachi and NED Engineering 
Universities were attended by violence and have left behind at least one dead 
and several persons injured and sent down 11 students for three years for their 
alleged participation in activities “prejudicial to the maintenance of disci- 
pline and academic peace." The two universities have been closed for an in- 
definite period at the appeal of the teachers. Arms were seized and ten persons 
were arrested from the universities. 


The rustication orders against the 11 students were taken by the Vice-Chancellors 
in exercise of powers conferred upon them by Martial Law Order No 148. 


The official Press note making the announcement about the Jamiat's victory also 
stated that the counting of ballots was never completed and some of the ballots 
had been burnt during the polling. 


fhe United Students Movement, a recently-formed alliance of various anti-Jamiat 
groups was debarred on the charge of violating the code of clections. 


Following is the text of the Press note issued by the Vice-Chancellor late in 
the night of December 4, 


"The Karachi University students union elections were held on December 3. The 
casting of votes started in a peaceful atmosphere at 9.15 a.m. and continued 
undisturbed till voting was completed by one p.m. The counting of votes for 
faculty representatives started in the departments at 2 p.m. And for other 
posts at central counting centres in the physics department at about 3 p.m. 

The counting continued peacefully till 6.30 p.m. and by this time majority of 
counting was done and Islami Jamiat-e-Tulba panel was leading. But then it was 
disturbed by the entry of armed United Students Movements supporters who dis- 
turbed the counting and tabulation of results. They snatched the record at gun 
point that the United Students Movement has won elections. This was clear vio- 
lation of code of conduct for elections and disqualifies United Students Move- 
nent from Karachi University Students Union elections. The results of science 





faculty representatives clearly showed that Islami Jamiat-e-Tulba has won. The 
general consensus of the teachers present for the counting of votes for the 
other office-bearers of the Karachi University Students Union in the science 
faculty was that Islami Jamiat-e-Tulba was winning and in view of the above the 
Islami Jamiat-e-Tulba panel stands elected." 


Keeping Quiet 


The University authorites have, in the meantime, kept quiet on the poll results 
of the Faculty representatives, the counting of which was started at 2 p.m., 
according to the Press note and was completed before the disturbance erupted. 


In fact, the counting of vote cast in the science faculty was in progress when 
it was disturbed and votes cast in many other faculties were yet to be counted. 


Taking the cue, all newspapers of Karachi declared that Islami Jamiat-e-Tulba 
penal had won in the NED Engineering University, but the official results 
announced on December 4 said that four seats of the cabinet were won by the 
Progressive Students Front while Islami Jamiat-c-Tulba won three. 


rhe counting was also disturbed in the NED, again on the ground that one ballot 
box produced 386 ballot papers when actually one hundred and fifty ballot papers 
were issued to that box. 


The Pakistan College Teachers Association, Sind branch, has expressed its grave 
concern at the newspaper reports about amendments in Martial Law Regulation No 
118, which enables the nationalisation of colleges and schools. The proposed 
amendments are reported to be intended to facilitate the opening of new colleges 
in the private sector to ease the pressure of admission on the already existing 
colleges. 


Although the PCTA, Sind region, was in favour of the opening of new colleges, 
it believed that: 


Permission should not be granted until (1) an ordinance is promulgated to guaran- 
tee the conditions and security of service of teachers to be employed; (2) sched- 
ule of fees is approved to rationalise fee structure and to prevent any encourage- 
ment of class distinction amongst students; (3) all facilities such as labora- 
tories and libraries and sports have been provided and regulated under the law. 


fhe PCTA demanded that the teachers should be taken into confidence and the 
relevant authorities should issue a clarification assuring that the proposed 


amendments to Martial Law Kegulation 118 would not jeopardise the security of 
service enjoyed by teachers of the nationalised schools and colleges. Any 
attempt at denationalisation will be detrimental to the cause of education, and 
would create grave problems for all teachers employed in these institutions.

PRODUCTION OF SMALL PAKISTANI CAR CONSIDERED 
Islamabad THE MUSLIM in English 18 Dec 81 p 4 


[Editorial: “The Long Wait for the Little Car”] 


(Text } SHOULD Pakistan develop automobile technology for itself or 
be content with making bicycles, assembling scooters and 
importing cars? Should it opt for progressive manufacture of 
cars or just keep collecting larger revenues from imported 
limousines for a small number of persons? Should it develop 
a small car for the low income groups, or let the richer classes 
have all the fun? The Executive Committee of the National 
Economic Council is reported to have now given anticipatory 
approval for progressive manufacture of four kinds of automo- 
biles - the Suzuki car, van, pick-up and jeep. The project 
originally conceived as a people's car about eight years ago has 
been knocked sround, revamped and remoukled too often 
since then. From among many foreign companies which 
wanted to join hands with Pakistan in the joint venture, 
Suzuki of Japan was finally chosen as the right partner. The 
ECNEC is reported to have stipulated some conditions for the 
Pakistan Automobile Corporation be ahead with the project 
which will manufacture in all 20 cars a year. What these 
conditions are, we do not know, but we hope they are not of 
the kind that seek to take away with one hand the approval 
given by the other. 

The proposal for the ive manufacture of small cars 
has been opposed in Pakistan on several grounds. 


Official corporations importing cars now and 
making large profits have not been too eager to encourage pro- 
gressive manufacture of automobiles 2 bome. 


There has been strong technical objection to the 
project on the plea that if the demand for the four vehicles 
mentioned above is around 20,000 a year, the project may not 
be economic and the end-product may turn out to bes too 
costly. They contend that an automobile industry should 
warrant @ far larger demand and the precious resources of the 
country should not be frozen on such projects while the more 
important lag behind. 

Powerful official groups in the Government have been 
inimical to the growth of a small car industry in Pakistan. 
They are apprehensive that if Pakistan makes a small car they 
may have to give up their large official limousines. The 
project had to contend with all such good, bad and absuni 


‘ ‘ 
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reasons all these years. But the total mvesiment cost, it now 
Zppears, will be only Rs. 542 million, which is not too high by 
any standards. If, by the sixth year from the date it is under- 
taken, the project commences production, 81 per cent of the 
components will be local. That is to be welcomed warmly 
The modest investment should hence be viewed not only 
against the background of the small car to come but also of 
the scores of ancillary industries that will develop to feed the 
automobile industry. The main project should not make most 
of the parts but encourage others to do that through a process 
of extensive subcontracting. If such subsidiary mdustres 
maintain quality and cost efficiency, hey oon bale Genet 
of a variety of other industries. We need such technology, and 
Pakistan will be the richer for it. 

But how popular and how useful the small car will be, will 
depend on how cheap will it be. The cost efficiency and tech- 
nical excellence of the automobile industry are hence of para- 
mount importance. If a snall number of cars is being used 


today in Pakistan that is because while the per capita earnings 
are very low, car prices are too high, y because of 
the heavy import duty and sales tax. sslens, ted, have 


been shooting up all the tame. So the automobile industry 
should keep prices down, spare parts cheap, and make the car 
reasonably sturdy to weather our rough roads. It need not 


change the models every year or introduce expensive innova- 
tions for sheer showmanship. Hence the industry will be taking 
on 3a heavy challenge. Its expansion and the increase in the 
number of vehicles sold will ey a the price factor 
and the operating cost of the produced. The high price 
of petrol is a major deterrent to large-scale car production. 

Over the years, however, substitutes for petrol must be forth- 
coming and even batterydrnven cars may become common. 
What matters is how innovative, adaptive and researchonen-. 
ted we are, and not how strong we are in our objections to 
everything sane and sensible simply because it does not suit 
some class or group interests.

PETROLEUM RESEARCH INSTITUTE PLANNED 
Karachi DAWN in English 1 Jan 82 p 17 


[Text] Lt-Gen Saeed Qadir, Federal Minister for rroduction and Railways, said in 
Karachi yesterday that a petroleum research institute should be set up for “mexi- 
mising the use of existing energy resources, developing new fuels, and a systematic 
improvement of our refining systems.” 


The Minister was speaking on the occasion of the ground-breaking ceremony of the 
Rs. 1.46 billion second NRL lube refinery project in Karachi industrial area. 


Petroleum and petro-chemical industries were an essential component of present 
times, he said, adding that “if we have to survive in this age, we will have to 
find ways and means to maximise the use of our limited energy resources.” 


Greater effort was required to build not only the infrastructure in this field but 
also develop research-oriented organisations to give us the best returns, he said. 


Por the setting up of the proposed resarch institute, he said, the three refiner- 
ies in the country and the LPG distribution companies should contribute a percen- 
tage of their earnings. 


Government policy, he said, was to march speedily towards industrialisation and 
help import substitution. 


Import of petroleum and its byproducts was the single biggest burden on the ex- 
chequer and “any contribution towards the reduction of this bill helps to enrich 
this society and its down trodden masses", he added. 


“we have a long way to go in achieving self-sufficiency in the deficit products and 
initiating ourselves in the world of petro-chemical industry. As these are all 
capital intensive industries, the government has to ensure that whatever invest- 
ments are made within the limited resources available to us, these give us the best 
possible returns, thus relieving pressure on those sectors which are heavily for- 
eign exchange-oriented”, he said. 


Lt.-Gen Qadir said it was in this respect that the Government felt the justifica- 
tion of considering the setting up of a facility fo hydro cracking. The case was 
currently under the active consideration of the Government, he added.

Mz: M. Salim, Chairman, State Petroleum Refining and Petrol Chemical Corporation 
Ltd. said that the combined refining capacity of all the three wits of the NRL 
was 2.1 million tonnes crude per annum. The existing lube refinery has an annual 
production capacity of 82,000 tonnes of lube base oils and 110,000 tonnes of 
asphalt. 


He said the requirements of lube base oil andasphalt had been growing at an esti- 
mated annual average rate of six per cent. Deficit was being met by imports worth 
about Rs 190 million annually, he added. 


Mr Salim said the new lube refinery would produce 100,000 of lube base oil and 
110,000 tones of asphal By 1984, production would go up from 82,000 tonnes to 
182,000 tonnes and that of asphalt from 110,000 tonnes to 220,000 tonnes. This 
would not only help meet the local requirements but in the first three years lube 
base oils and asphalt would be exported. 


Mr Salim said the o:* all economic impact of this project would be in shapeof earn- 
ings of Rs. 300 million in foreign exchange per annuz. 


The estimated cost of the project. was Rs. 1460 million out of which 50 per cent 
would be in foreign exchange and the rest in local currency, he added. 


Mr Salim said Romania has agreed to provide machinery and technical assistance 
worth nearly Rs. 430 million. The Islamic Development Bank would provide Rs. 210 
million as equity and loan, while about ®s. 90 million would be obtained from for- 
eign banks, he added.

UNITED STATES HELP IN EDIBLE OIL SUPPLIES 
Karachi MORNING NEWS in English 2 Jan 82 p 82 


/Text/ Washington, Jan. 1--Two moves are simultameousiy underway to ensure 
adequate supplies of edible oil in Pakistan: the U.S. Commodity Credit 
Corporation has authorised 60 million dollars in Government guarantees to 
exporters selling edible oil to Pakistan. 


It will provide up to two-year coverage to all sales registered and shipped by 
June 30 this year. At the same time, U.S. AID will be signing an agreement in 
Islamabad providing 50 million dollars under PL-480 for the purchase of addi- 
tional supplies of edible oil. 


According to PPI Special Correspondent Ghani Erabi, Pakistan buys every year 
some 400,000 metric tons of edible oil, mostly soyabean, at an estimated cost 
of 200 million dollars. This, in spite of the fact that the Government's 
extensive drive for increased indigenous production, primarily of “Safflower,” 
has already increased the share of indigenous production from two to 15 percent 
of the total requirement. 


Pakistan has to pay cash for open market purchases amounting to some 90 million 
dollars. Nevertheless the diversion of 50 million dollars under PL-480 from 
the purchase of wheat to edible oil and the availability of 60 million dollars 
as guaranteed loans considerably help ease the burden. 


Also helping the process is Pakistan's own credit in the money market and this 
is best illustrated by the fact that last year the National Bank of Pakistan was 
able to raise by itself the entire allocation of 40 million dollars for edible 
oil, even though its organisation here had been in existence for barely a year.

BEGGARY ERADICATION LAW TO BE IMPLEMENTED 
Lahore THE PAKISTAN TIMES 24 Dec 81 p 3 


[Text] All the four provinces are preparing to implement a uniform action plan 
approved by the Federal Cabinet for the eradication of beggary in the country. 


The plan was approved by the Cabinet at its meeting in Lahore last month. The 
Federal Government has directed the Provincial Governments to pay greater atten- 
tion to the evil of beggary and set up welfare homes (darul falahs) in their 
respective provinces. The Federal Government has also directed that a similar 
welfare home should be established at the federal capital. 


Meanwhile, the Provincial Governments have already initiated measures which 
include a survey to assess the number of beggars, setting up welfare homes, 
rehabilitation of beggars as normal and useful citizens by providing them 
facilities at special vocational and educational centres to learn and earn 
honourable living. 


The Federal Government's uniform action plan envisages organised financial 

assistance and rehabilitation programmes fcr genuinely needy (mustahiq) persons 

and setting up of correctional services’ centres or Islahi Marakiz for such : 
persons who have become habitual or professional beggars. The plan also provides x 
for active participation of local councillors, community leaders, religious 

elders, welfare agencies, adult education organisations and Cottage Industries 

Department in correctional and rehabilitation programmes. The plan lays special 

emphasis on reclaiming child and women beggars. 


The Ministry of Health and Social Welfare has been called upon to report to the 
Federal Cabinet on the progress of the plan by April next.

Ir response to the demands raised in the address of welcome, the Railways 
Minister said the Government was alive to its obligations towards the retired 
employees and was doing everything possible for their welfare. 

Elaborating, he said that the ministry had recently appointed a new Divisional

MARCOS SEES IMPROVED ECONOMY IN 1982

/Text/ President Marcos predicted yesterday an economic turnaround in 1982 
and consequently a further improvement of the Philippine economy. 


Meeting with members of the Malacanang press corps, the President gave a rosy 
appraisal of the economic situation worldwide next year. 


He noted that the present tense world situation had resulted in an increase of 
the defense budgets of most of the capitalist countries. 


“The fact is, most of the capitalist countries are geared to a war situation. 
And they are more prosperous in a tense world situation. This has always been 
so. Korea, Vietnam, the liberation,” he stated. 


He noted that when the previous wars were fought, the countries of the world 
were prosperous. 


The President reported that things were now moving in the United States. He 
said President Reagan had shaken up the whole structure of the US. 


“He passed $200 billion defense budget, the biggest in the entire history 
of the United States,” he stated. “Then we can expect that there will be an 
energization of the military industries.” 


The President predicted that defense spending w’ll push the American economy 
forward. “It is the biggest market, the biggest producer in the whole world,” 
he declared. 


The Philippines will profit from this activity, the President said. Specifically, 
he cited meial exports which will be needed by the American defense production 
effort. 


The President was emphatic when he said that the economic situation will 
further improve in 1952.

KRIANGSAK PARTY SECRETARY DISCUSSES SUPPORT, PLANS

| HE National Democracy Party 

. * 
(NDP) led by former Premier Gen 


Kriangsak Choinanan became the largest 
opposition party commanding about 50 
MPs followimg the Cabimet reshuffle over 
the weekend. 

Although, the party said that it was 
ready at any time to become a govern- 
ment, the inclusion of SAP in the coali- 
tion government apparently lowered the 
chances of the party to take over the 
reign of government before the next ge- 
neral elections in early 1983. 

Against this background, what role 
will the party assume before the general 
elections and “to build itself into one of 
the strongest parties in future”? 

Nation staffers Kris Kittisukstit and 
Sompong Tang recently talked with NDP 
secretary general Wattana Assavahem on 
a wide range of topics over the party's 
role. . 

Here are excerpts from the exchisive 
interview. 











Q: As Secretary General of the National Democracy Party 
(NDP), in what direction do you think the party should de- 


velop? 


A: We intend to build our party as a model party, and not 
just to fulfil immediate objectives. It is the intention of the 
varty’s leadership to strengthen the party in line with demo- 
aacy. The majority of the party members, and not any parti- 
ujas dictator, will decide the fate of the party. 


Q: What is the ideology of 
ae party? 


A: We want to build a big 
Olitical party which operates 
within the framework of de- 
no Cratic rules. 


Q: How will you felf your 
goals both in the short run and 
mm the long run? 


A: Our democracy has not 
been fullfledged and we are 
preparing ourself for absolute 
democracy which will come 
abaut in 1983 when the Con- 
stitution envisages that a 
prime minister must be an 
elected MP. 


Most of the parties were set 
up te achieve their short-term 
aims: To attain political posts 
only, but our party is differ- 
ent. We will broaden our base 
by opening party branches na- 
tionwikle to admit party mém- 
bers which will comprise peo- 
ple from all walks of life. Aca- 
demicians, politicians, indus- 
trialists, etc, will join hands 
under the banner of NDP to 
make it ready to form a go- 
vernment when the time 
comes. 


Q: How are positions in 
your party farmed out? 


A: Gen Kriangsak Choma- 
nan has Officially assumed the 
party leadership. The party se- 
cretary general, the party spo- 
kesman (Prathuang Vicharn- 
pricha), and a 20-man party 
ceniral committee has already 


been named and formed. We 
will soon convene a party con- 
gress to elect members to the 
vacancies of the posts stipu- 
lated in our party constitu- 
tion. Although our party has 
just been formed, we have 
made a good start. 


Q: Earlier, Ob Vasurat wes 
named chairman of a commit- 
tee in your party. What com- 
mittee is it? 


A: It was a provisionary 
central committee set up to 
decide urgent matters. NDP 
leader Gen Kriangsak should 
have been chairman of the 
committee ex-officio, but he 
assigned Ob to take over the 
post because he was very busy. 


Q: Is newly-lected Maha 
Sarakham MP Thavich Klin- 
pathum a member of the cen 
tral committee? 


A: It was 1 who persuaded 
Thavich to run in the by-elec- 
tion under the ticket of NDP. 
I believe he will be certainly 
named to the central com- 
mittee and assigned to be re- 
sponsble for some job be- 
cause he is a veteran politi- 
cian who used to be a party 
leader. 


+ @Q: Will he be named NDP 
deputy leader? 


A: Mary members of NDP 
agree that he is-qualified for 
the post. 


Q: Are there any obstacles 
to the growth of the party? 
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A: No, not at all. Reports 
that our party was plagued 
with divisiveness are ground- 
less. 


Q: Your party is reportedly 
divided into three major fac- 
tions which are led by Dr Arthit 
Urairat, you, and ACM Dawee 
Chullasapya respectively. 


A; The reports are baseless. 
I have asked Dr Arthit whe- 
ther he gave any interview to 
newspapers to the effect, and 
he affirmed that he never tou- 
ched on the matter with re- 
porters. There are no rifts 
in our party. We are united 
and sincere to one another. 


Q: Why did Col Phon 
Rerngpraservit not join NDP? 


A: Initially, there were 
about 90 co-founders of the 
party, about 80 of whom were 
MPs, but the number of the 
80 lawmakers was later reduc- 
ed by about 10 when Col 
Phon defected. We are convin- 
ced of the cause of the defec- 
tion. . . before the defection, 
the co-founders discussed and 
agreed that we had to be sin- 
cere to one another and abide 
by the same platform and 
ideology. This is why the num- 
ber of co-founders was reduc- 
ed to about 50 only. 


The MPs who joined NDP 
have maintained close relation- 
ship with me. We have been 
supporting each other during 
the last general elections 
About seven or eight MPs of 
the group are also close to 
Darbchai Akkargaj. 


Q:. What are the sources of 
financial support forthe par- 
ty? 


A: We don’t have much 
money. We lead an econo- 
mical and ‘simple life. 











Q: What about reports that 
ACM Dawee had pulled out of 
the party? ; ; 

A: The reports are not 
true.ACM Dawee is still suppor- 
ting the party. 


Q: Does he still provide fi- 
nancial support to the party? 


A: This is a matter to be de- 
cided between Gen Kriangsak 
and ACM Dawee. The party 
inembers do not want to know 
who donates how much to the 
party, but we financially help 
each other when our colle- 
agues are in financial trouble. 
You know, when someone is 
in trouble, there will be ano- 
ther to offer financial assis- 
tance. 


Q: How are you preparing 
your party for the next ge- 
neral elections to come about 


in early 19837 


A: We will field our mem- 
bers in all provinces nation- 
wide in the general elections. 
We are now looking for poten- 
tial candidates for the general 
elections. I think most of 
them woukd come from MPs 
and members on the central 
committee who are well ac- 
quaintede with conditions in 
their respective provinces. 


Q: Is this part of the plan 
of your party to become a go- 
vernment? I mean your party 
plans to command the majon- 
ty of seats in the Lower House 
in the future, doesn't it? 


A: We are ready to forma 
government any time. 


Q: Do your party have ade- 
quate personalities to adminis- 
ter the country for the time 
being? 


4: Of course, we have. Our 
party leader Gen Kriangsak 
used to be premier in three 
governments. We are ready to 
set up a government. 

Q: What about the political 
platform of your party? 

A: As I said we have to fos- 
ter the democratic system of 
the country. In the short 
term, we have to take pains 
to solve economic problems 
facing the country. Our means 
is to act as a force to control 
the ac ministration. We have 
submitted urgent motions and 
letters warning the govern- 
ment against pursuing wrong 
economic policies. Because of 
our roles as representatives, 
the government has finally 
dropped the quota system for 
crops to be exported. 


I have to praise the govern- 
ment for deciding to abrogat- 
the system. But then it is the 
result of our performance 
that the government scrapped 
the system. The measure was 
adopted to boost the declining 
prices of crops and in line with 
the free trade system. 

Q: Does it mean that your 
party would now decide not 
to call for a no-<onfidence 
motion against the govem- 
ment? 

A: To be pragmatic about 
it, I think we should help 
prop up the govemment until 
th. end of the tenure specified 
in 1¢ Constitution — only 
about slightly over one year 
from now. We should be in a 
position to point out to the 
government some mistakes 
and propose reasonable solu- 
tions. But if the government 
was adamant, we would 
have to take action. If our 
proposed soiutions to heip the 
people were not heeded, we 
would have to move for a no- 
confidence motion. 

Q. In your opinion, what 
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are the government's defects? 

A: Oh, plenty of them. On 
Dec 3, we proposed a seven- 
point solution to relieve the 
problems of farmers. Theré aré 
also problems involving invest- 
ments and the financial posi- 
tion. National agricultural pro- 
duction remains a problem. In 
theory, we should be paid 
good prices since we are a 
farming country now that the 
world is undergoing a food 
shortage problem. But in fact, 
the prices we have inanaged 
to obtain are going down. 
That’s a very unnatural trend. 
Mismanagement is involved. 
And we have pinpointed the 
source of the problems. We 
know that the problems lie in 
the mistake it the government 
policy of imposing quotas on 
exports of certain items. The 
government might have res- 
ponded positively to that pro- 
posal. But it has yet to react 
to the seven other proposals. 


Q: What do you think 
about the baht devaluation 
and the of] price increases? 

A: The baht devaluation 
has plunged the country into 
a chaotic situation. I am also 
against the government's de- 
cision to increase oil price. 
The government might have 
thought only about compen- 
sating the 2,000 million baht 
in the red in the Oil Fund. 
But the latest round of oil 


- price increase had brought 


about some serious economic 
consequences for the public. 
The prices of eggs and bus 
fare, for example, have had 
to go up. In the end, the gov- 
ernment will stand to lose. 
Q: The increase affected 
only premium benzine this 
time.'So you think it would 
effect the economy to tha 
extent? , 
A: Certainly. We know 
that premium benzine is not 
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consumed only by rich peo- 
ple. Poor civil servants have 
to use it as well in driving 


their children to school. Al- 
go, some shrewd merchants 
might resort te adulteration 
of the oil to make profits. 

Q: How does your party 
assess the military situation 
in the country for the pre- 
sent? 

A: Our analysis shows that 
the most acute problem: fac- 
ing the country now is the 
economic position. Our party 
leader, Gen Kriangsak Cho- 
manan, who is familiar with 
the military situation is our 
main strategist for the mili- 
tary policy. He had made 
public statements on the is- 
sue. It’s crystal clear to him 
what is going on in the mili- 
tary establishment — and he 
is aware of possible solutions. 

Q: Does this mean that 
your party would not be- 
come a “trouble-making par- 
ty” — as alleged in certain 
circles — if the Social Action 
Party should join the govern- 
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ment? ~ 

A: I can state categorically 
as a politician that if SAP 
was to join the coalition, it 
could well accelerate efforts 
for a military coup. 


Q. Which faction would 
carry out the coup you are 
predicting? 

A: Most soldiers. Many mi- 
litary factions do not want 
SAP to rejoin the govern- 
ment. However, since I’m on- 
ly & politician, I would be in- 
volved only in parliamentary 
politics. Good politicians 
should not interfere in other 
— except for the legisla- 

tive capacity. 

Q: What kind of problems 
do you envisage with SAP re- 

the coalition? 

he problems are num- 
erous. It would make for a 
quicker collapse of the coali- 
tion. There is no need, in our 
eyes, for SAP to rejoin the 
coalition since there is only 
slightly over one year left 
under the constitution before 
the next general elections.
